I will  select  one  root  each  of  ten  different 
Anrieties  which  are  favorites  of  mine ; I will  place 
a label  bearing  the  name  on  each  root;  will  pack 
them  nicely  and  send  them  postpaid  to  anyone  in 
the  United  States  for  $1.00.  Do  you  want  one  of 
these  collections? 

And  as  there  may  be  many  readers  of  my  Gardei? 
Notes  who  have  not  yet  any  Peonies  growing  in  their 
gardens,  and  I feel  sure  that  if  they  had  some  Peonies 
of  which  they  were  proud,  they  would  eventually 
wish  to  ]nn*chase  still  finer  ones,  and  so  after  the

able  to  move  until  next  year.  I will  pack  one  hun- 
dred of  these  surplus  Iris  roots  in  a box  and  for 
s2.()0  will  deliver  them  to  the  Express  (kniipany  to 
be  shipped  anyw'here,  the  customer  to  pay  the  ex- 
l>ress  charges  w'hen  he  receives  the  box.  There  w'ill 
l)c  no  labels  on  these  roots,  but  there  will  be  at  least 
five  different  varieties  in  each  box,  and  the  purchase*]* 
W'ill  have  a splendid  opportunity  to  find  out  whetlu*r 
he  likes  Irises  or  not.
